It’s a F|j$k Unicorn! 



Ingredients: 

Knit glove(s). Or knit your own. Sample shown here uses standard “magic 
stretch” glove. 

Yarn: just need a few yards of fingering weight in colors of your choosing. 
Sample shown uses: 

-knitpicks stroll glimmer (chrome) 

-knitpicks felici (rainbow) 

-scrap yarn in black 

Needles: 2mm double pointed 

Instructions: 


Ears (make 2): pick up 4 sts from glove as shown 



Carefully choosing which side of the glove is to be the front (the face), the front 
will be the purl side of the ear - row 1 starts on the back side of the ear. 










Row 1 (back) - knit 4 

Row 2 (front) - K1, PI, Kfb, K1 (5 sts) 

Row 3 - K5 

Row4 - K1, P2tog, PI, K1 
Row 5 - K4 
Row 6 - K1, P2tog, K1 
Row 7 - SI1, K2tog, psso 



Horn: pick up 4 sts, stacked, and centered between ears on glove as shown 



Work in icord over these 4 stitches for 6 rounds 

Round 7: K1, K2tog, K1 

Work 4 more rounds icord (over 3 sts) 

Round 12: SI1, K2tog, psso 

Muzzle: 

CO 3 sts, arrange on dpns to work in the round 
Round 1: Kfb around (6 sts) 

Round 2: *K1, Kfb* around (9 sts) 

Round 3: *K2, Kfb* around (12 sts) 

Round 4: *K3, Kfb* around (15 sts) 

Rounds 5-9: K around 
Bind off 



Finishing unicorn head: 

Weave in ends. Sew two black dots for nostrils and a mouth onto muzzle. Lightly 
stuff muzzle. Whipstitch muzzle onto glove and sew on black dots for eyes, as 
shown. 

Mane: 

In colors of your choosing, sew loops down the back of the middle finger of glove 
as shown. 



Tail: 

In colors of your choosing, pull the tail strands (12 in sample) through the wrist of 
the glove as shown, and tie a knot.
